"National Irrigation." * weekly pe-, 


riodlcal. iMued under the auspice* of 
the National Irrigation Association, 
has changed its name to the "National 
HomemaKer." It Is a beautifully illus- 
trated paper containing pictures show- 
Ing the irrigation system in various 
countries as well as our arid region, 
such as reservoirs, canals, headgates, 
etc. It speaks of its change of name 
in the following words: 


"In this Issue National Irrigation De- 


cores The National Homemaker, a 
name almost synonymous with 
the 


magazine's old title, for the adoption 
of a policy of National irrigation will 
convert desert Into homes, rural homes, 
the safeguards of the Nation." 
The National Homemaker takes up 


also the question of proper irrigation 
legislation, and discusses Mr. New- 
lands' plan as follows 


The statement Is not gainsaid by 


those who are familiar with legislative 
affairs at Washington that Congress 
will take some definite action this win- 
ter on the irrigation question. The 
discussion of the subject last year "as 
lengthy and varied, but it was the 
short session of Congress, and those 
who were opposed or were not actively 
favorable, were enabled to push it 
aside in the press of other established 
measures. 
The discussions, however, 


developed great strength for the ques- 
tion, and the present Congress will 
hat e to meet the Issue and legislate for 
It. The plan that Is probably the most 
feasible for a beginning is that em- 
bodied in a bill originally introduced 


ADTEBTttEMBNTS 


by Mr. Newlands, of,Nevada, which 
provides that the proceeds from the 
sales of public lands in the arid States 
and Territories (amounting to 12,000,- 
000 or $3,000,000.) shall constitute an 
arid land reclamation fund to be used 
for the construction by the National 
Government of irrigation works, and 
that the lands so brought under irriga- 
tion shall be sold in small farm tracts 
to actual settlers at the pro r&ta cost 
of the Irrigation construction. 
The 


money thus received would be turned 
back into the fund to be Immediate!) 
used over again, under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Interior. 


By this method, the 
Government 


would be no loser by the transaction 
while irrigated land could be offeree 
to settlers at low cost, Insuring it: 
quick settlement. 


Under the bill, the land selected foi 


reclamation would be immediately re 
served by the Government to prevent 
its being located or taken up by spec 
ulators. 
The money would be spen 


by the Secretary of the Interior anc 
could not get Into the hands of the po 
liticat jobbers of the various States. 


The operation of this Hansbrough 


Newlands bill, with Its gradually In 
creasing fund from the sale of ark 
lands, and the constant turning ovei 
of this money aa it was received froir 
the sale of reclaimed lands, would b< 
to slowly develop great tracts of arlc 
Government land adjacent to suitabl. 
reservoir sites, and to settle them ir 
'small but productive farms with a per 
petual water supply to which the set- 
tlers would have as perfect a title at 
to their land.
